5/8” x 20” rebar with a 2” aluminum cap stamped “MONROE COUNTY SURVEYOR % S29 + S32 21100022” set 
flush in Thacker Road.

The rebar is 2.5 feet south of the north edge of asphalt of Thacker Road, which is 16.5 feet wide. 


THEORY OF LOCATION: Describe the theory of location for acceptance of this monument with reference to the recording information 
for the survey upon which this record is derived. Said recorded survey shall be certified by the same professional surveyor who certifies this 
document, shall identify and accept this monument, and shall have been recorded within (3) years of Form submittal. 


The rebar was set at the intersection of the north line of Section 32 as measured between the rebar found at the 
northwest corner (E21) with the rebar found at the East 1/16 corner (H21) with the north to south half section line 
as measured between the Utt rebar found at a 30-foot witness (Witness Tie D below) to the North % of Section 32 
(G21) and the Curry rebar found at the Center-South-South 1/64 corner (G24.5). The corner thus established is 
within 0.2 feet of the midpoint between the northwest and northeast corners of Section 32 and is consistent with the 
calculated location for the corner accepted by Utt and Tibbett in 2000 and 2001, respectively. 


The pk nail found at Witness Tie A was set by Steven Archer in 2004. Archer held the Utt rebar found at Witness Tie 
D to establish the east/west position of the pk, and his survey plat indicates that he held railroad spikes at E21 and 


21 to establish the north line of Section 32. Based on ties to other monuments from Archer’s survey, the railroad 
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spike he held at E21 would be 13.9 feet south of the rebar that is currently of record at that corner. In addition to the 
survey listed above, Steven Archer also surveyed two tracts in the Northeast 4 of the Northeast 4 of Section 32, as 
shown on a survey dated 2/16/2004 and filed digitally in the Monroe County Surveyor’s Office as RSID 002105. Ties 
to this Archer survey show that the railroad spike that he held at E21 was in the same location as the rebar that is 
currently of record. This is an indication that there was an error in the location of E21 shown on the Archer survey 
recorded as Instrument Number 2004025976, which led to the pk nail being set in the wrong place. No record of 
reliance on the pk nail was found beyond Archer’s 2004 survey .

A steel t-post with a Monroe County Survey Marker sign attached 2 feet above grade was found on the north bank of 
Thacker Road at Witness Tie B.

BASIS OF GEODETIC COORDINATES: Describe equipment, date, and personnel used to collect coordinates, datum, epoch, geoid 
and zone. The basis of bearings is Grid North System NAD83(2011D)/Indiana West NAVD 88, Epoch 2010.0000, 
geoid18b_conus.db3, US Survey Feet. This project was referenced to the National Spatial Reference System CORS 
network using the JAVAD GNSS Data Online Processing Service (DPOS) to post-process static observations 
collected with a Javad Triumph 3 base. Reported coordinates were determined either from static, RTPK, or RTK 
GNSS observations (Javad Triumph LS Rover) or radially with a conventional total station (Nikon Nivo) from points 
established by GNSS observations. 


WITNESS MONUMENT TIES: Describe at least three new BT's and/or witness objects established or work done to preserve 
existing evidence.
